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Town and Country. 


The city and country are net so far apart as 
they were in the days of our boyheod. Rail- 
roads have made communication with distant 
and noted. cities a light matter, and one of 
frequent occurrence; and easy errriages and 
fleet horses have shortened the distances be- 
tween large towns and the farms that were 
then thought a long ways out. Farmers who 
lived four or five miles from the village were 
regarded as completely isolated, and were al- 
most entire strangers to the inhabitants of the 
town where thef went once in two or three 
weeks fer their supply of groceries and the 
‘everlasting’ —as William Cobbett would have 
said—grist of Indian meal. It was seldom 
villagers visited the farms, and when they did, 
it was only those within walking distance; 
they could never think of going five or six 
miles ‘into the country, unless to stay over 
night, or making prevision beforehand to take 
a good ‘‘luneh” with them. Intercourse be- 
tween the dwellers at the extreme points we 
have named was very limited. Conseqaently 
the farmer and his wife lacked that natural 
and easy manner that comes from mingling 
with society. They were both, perhaps, rath- 
er rough, and their children were shy and 
bashful. More than once we have seen the 
children of well-to-do farxers go under the 
bed, as a stranger entered the house; but that 
was in the long ago of which we write. Now 
the women ef the country can, if they choose, 


Horse-Nettle; the Chrysanthemum Leucanthe 
mum, or Ox-eye Daisy.”’ Subsequent sections 
prescribe in what manner the act shall be en- 
forced, fix penalties for non-compliance, the 
collection of the same, and other details con- 
eerning its working. 

We give the above as showing what measures 
other States are employing for ridding farms 
of noxious weeds; and have no doubt if enact- 
ed in each instance, a good result would follow. 
As it is now, the efforts of the most thorough 
farmer at clean cultivation are rendered quite 
unavailing from living alongside negligent and 
careless ones—for unless concert of action is 
engaged in, in this matter, a single farmer in 
a neighborhood can do nothing; the seeds from 
weeds growing on his neighbor’s land will take 
lodgment on his own. Let us watch the 
werkings of these laws, if passed, brother 
farmers, and see if something of the same kind 
is not needed here. Whatthink you about it? 


State Agricultural Society. 


The call for the annual meeting of the State 
Agricultural Society will be found im our pres- 
ent impression. It will take place in this 
city, Jan. 17th, 1872, and we hope to see a 
good representation of the members of the So- 
ciety present. 

As will be seen from the notice, one part of 
the business.of the meeting will be to deter- 
mine if the Trustees shall be instructed to lo- 
cate the annual fairs of the Society in the same 
place for a term of years—an important mat- 
ter, and one the decision of which will have 
great bearing upon the future work and influ- 
ence of the Society. We believe its perpetu- 
ity and usefulness in a great measure depend 
upon the adoption of this plan, and have no 
doubt the Trustees, without opposition, will 








be instructed to locate the fairs of the Society, 
for a term of years in that place offering the 
best inducements. 





wear as many dresses at a time as their city 
sisters; while in a great many instances they 
are possessed of a far better stock of general 
information, and can converse intelligently 
and pleasingly upon most of the leading topics 
of the day. As for the children, if anything, 
they are sometimes too bold, and have learned 
many of the forward ways and smart sayings 
from their city cousins. 

At the present time the beauties and pleas- 
ures of the country, its quiet life, its pure air, 
its delightful drives and its complete freedom, 
are more appreciated by city and town resi- 
dents ‘than ever before. In numberless in- 
stances, those heretofore living in cities are 
seeking the country for their homes, and where 
they cannot purchase and have permanent 
residences of their own, as orily the wealthy 
can, they are spending their summers in the 
country. Thousands and thousands of our 
city and town residents go into the country for 
summer board, and farmhouses away from rail- 
road stations, up among the hillsides, and on 
unfrequented roads, will be found filled with 
these temporary boarders, who with their 
children are enjoying the freedom and seclu- 
sion of the quiet, country places. And al- 
though away from the heat and noise of crowd- 
ed towns, they are still within mementary call 
of the same over the slender wires, while the 
daily mail brings te them the news from every 
quarter of the globe. 

But in winter the country is not so inviting. 
Bleak fields offer no inducement for a ramble, 
and the drifting snows sometimes render the 
roads anything but pleasant driving. So when 
the chill winds of autumn come, back go the 
summer boarders to their snug city homes. 
They bave however, made fast friends up 
among the rocks and pine trees. Warm hearts, 
genial matures and cultivated minds are found 
there, as well as unwatered milk and untaint- 
ed air; and the friendships formed outlast the 
meadow flowers. Then country residents visit 
the towns and cities. These centres of busi- 
ness and society have their advantages, and 
the winter affords an excellent opportunity for 
farmers and their families to make use of them. 
There are libraries, and lectures and concerts 
and museums—all potent agencies for higher 
intellectual cultare, and in order that farmers 
and their families may enjoy most of life, this 
higher culture is possible to them if they avail 
themselves of its means. And while the few 
go off to the large cities for their annual ‘‘pol- 
ish,” the many frequent the lesser cities and 
large towns, and often gain as much in real 
grace of maaner and culture of mind as their 
neighbors of “quality.” And so the country 
compensates the city, and in return the city 
compensates the country. Society is more 
completely equalized, and the pleasures and 
enjoyments of life are heightened and increased 
to both classes. It would be idle to say that 
with this familiarity of intercourse, some fol- 
lies and it may be vices consequent upon a 
somewhat artificial mode of life, have not been 
transported from the one point to the other; 
but upon the whole the advantages and bless- 
ings far outweigh the evils, and the reciprocal 
goed feeling between city and country dwellers 
should be strengthened as far as possible by 
continued intercourse and acquaintance.

A Law against Weeds. 


The question of how far legal enforcement 
can be made te compel land owners to destroy 
the noxious weeds upon their premises, has 
been discussed somewhat of late by farmer’s 
clubs and the agricultural press; and although 
the trial has not been made as yet, the plan is 
likely to be put in force. An act is now be- 
tore the Illinois Legislature for compelling the 
destruction of Canada thistles; the provisions 
of which are the appointment of town or 
county commissioners, who shall isquire con- 
cerning the introduction and existence of Can- 
ada thistles, taking charge of all unenclosed 
land whereon they are growing, advising with 
the owner or occupier ef enclosed land concern- 
ing their destruction, and compelling the ut- 
most diligence in eradicating them, where par- 
ties are not disposed to do it of their own ac- 
cord, without in any sefise depriving the own- 
ér of the land of any legitimate use and enjey- 
prev denn pas This bill has alread y pass- 

Senate, and will probabl 
the House. a ee 

The Practical Farmer gives the draft of a 
bid which it submits to .he farming commu- 
nity as applicable to the greater part of the 
State of Pennsylvania. 1t is wider in its ap- 
‘Plication than the Illinois bill, and seems bet- 
ter adapted for our own locality, as its provis- 
tons embrace many weeds equally as pernicious 
as the Canada thistle. The first sectionof the 
act renders it unlawful for any person

It may not be out of place to mention in this 
connection, that the editor of this paper, as 
Secretary of the Society, has received a com- 
munication froma committee of gentlemen, 
asking the Trustees to take into consideration 
the proposition to locate the State Fair for the 
approaching season, and thereafter once in 
four or five years in the city they represent. 
This proposition will be placed before the 
Trustees at their first session after the annual 
election, as two new Trustees are to be chosen 
at that time. And we venture to eopy.e sin- 
gle paragraph from the communication referred 
to, in reference to the location of the State 
Fair, as showing the spirit prompting the ac- 
tion of the gentlemen forming the committee 
of correspondence, and as having a bearing up- 
on the matter of location and the future opera- 
tiens of the Society. ‘‘It weuld,’’ says the 
letter in question, ‘‘appear likely to give more 
character to the Fair if some systematic plan 
of that kind could be made, having it alternate 
say for the next twenty years with Portland, 
Lewiston, Augusta and Bangor. It is well 
known throughout the State that the fajlure 
this year was because no suitable locality was 
ready to furnish propper accommodations. If 
the Trustees might think they have not suf- 
ficient authority to make this arrangement, 
would it not be advisable for them to propose 
to the Legislature to have the Fair (under the 
present circumstances of recent failure te hold 
the Fair), fixed by law in the above mentioned 
places? It would seem as though something 
should be done to elevate the State Fair to its 
proper position. There area plenty of rea- 
sons why this great State festival should be 
made to attract a general attention.”’ 


The “Veterina.y Art” at Orono. 


College catalogues and announcements are 
sometimes delusive. Like western cities and 
speculative mining corporations, they often 
show larger ‘‘on paper,’’ than they really are. 
And while all colleges and literary institutions, 
kike many other corporations, and even indi- 
viduals, have an ambition to make as great a 
show as possible, some are more completely 
open to this objection than others. It is said 
the addition of six new professors to the facul- 
ty of one of the New England colleges, about 
which something has lately been said, gives in 
fact no more strength to its actual force of in- 
structors. And it isa question whether a col- 
lege should include in its schedule of studies 
any branch in which it does not give instruc- 
tion or has no means of giving it. Our State 
College at Orono, includes in its course of ag- 
ricultural study the third year, the ‘‘ Veterina- 
ry Art.’’ Buta single line is given to it in 
the schedule, and no mention whatever is made 
of it im the announcement setting forth the 
special features of the several courses of study 
as pursued there. And we call attention to 
this because it is a matter of too much conse- 
quence not to receive some recognition by an 
institutien like that at Orono. In the Massa- 
chusetts Agricaltural College, at Cornell Uni- 
versity and in other State agricultural colleges 
which exist as such and are not nominal ap- 
pendages to some literary institution, this im- 
portant branch of science receives proper no- 
tice and is assigned a special chair. The value 
of steck lost annually in our country from dis- 
ease is enormous. And it threatens not only 
to decimate our animals, but to expose the 
human family to disease from the eonsumption 
of unhealthy meats. Neglect of animals, and 
their overcrowding in transportatatien, are al- 
so prolific source#*of disease, and its spread is 
permitted by the ignorance of many veterina- 
rians who are mere quacks. And aside from 
® knowledge of treating these diseases, it is 
quite as important to be capable of solving the 
problem how to preserve domestic animals in 
good health under conditions not natural to 
the species. Considering it as absolutely nec- 
essary that at agricultural coileges, veterinary 
medicine and hygiene in their widest applica- 
tion should be taught as a prominent branch, 
we urge upon the Trustees of the college at 
Orono, the importance of giving instruction 
therein, if by no other means, by a course of 
lectures from a non-resident professor. 


Value of the Agricultural Press. 
The importance attached to the agricultural 
press, and the value of the labors of its editors 
and correspondents in the improvement of our 
agriculture, are well shown by the following 
extract from the report of the late Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, Gen. Oapron. He says: 
“The most potent agricultural educator is the 
aral press. I wields a power a tithe 
which it did not possess twenty ago. 
Its improvement within that has been 
wonderful, and its progress was never so ap- 















The Late Mr. Gilbreth. 


The sudden death of Mr. J. H. Gilbreth of 
Kendall’s Mills, widely known throughout the 
State and New England as a prominent horse- 
man, has already been chronicled in our news 
columns. The immediate cause of his death, 
however, was congestion of the brain, and not 
congestion of the lungs, as stated. Mr. Gil- 
breth was a native of this city, bat for many 
years had been a resident of Kendall’s Mills, 
where he was largely engaged in business. 
He was an extensiye dealer in hardware goods, 
ewned many valuable horses, among them Gil- 
breth’s Knox, and a Hambletosian stallion of 
much promise, had a large farm—upon which 
he had just erected an elegant barn, provided 
with steam apparatus fer cooking cattle food— 
was agent for the Clipper mower and other 
implements, and had just started in tlie breed- 
ing of Jerseys, having a herd of ten or a dozen 
choice animals of approved strains. He was 
not a man of great business scope, but what 
was wanting in method and system was more 
than made up in nervous force. His varied 
business was pushed, so to speak, by his pecu- 
liar mental powers, to its utmost. He was 
seldom deliberate, generally hasty, somewhat 
impetuous. These qualities often prompted 
him to actions which, no doubt, his better 
judgment in quiet moments would condemn. 
Among the fraternity of turfmen, he was a 
power in himself; and feeling this, trusted to 
himself whea he should have trusted to his 
friends; for had he done so, his sudden death 
would probably not have occurred. He had 
too much on his hands, and was an over work- 
ed, worn out, broken down man, at thirty- 
seven, when prostrated by a disease from which 
he would have rallied under ordinary circum- 
stances, and lived-out the measure of his days. 
His sudden decease is a warning to all hard- 
worked, over-ambitious young men, ‘‘cumbered 
with many cares;” and to them we hope it 
may carry its lessons. Overtaxed nature will 
not always bear perpetual strain; the penalty 
is certain, and in many cases swift. 

Of course we have no means of knowing 
what disposition will be made with the valua- 
ble animals composing his stud and herd; but 
we sincerely hope they may be retained im our 
State. ‘‘Gilbreth’s Knox,’’ now ten years 
old, is a remarkable horse, one of the best of 
old General’s get. His dam was the Cahill 
mare, said to be Thoroughbred and Morgan, 
and was rising twenty when Gilbreth’s Knox 
was foaled. There are other promising stal- 
lions and colts, inclading the well known fil- 
ley ‘‘Becky Sharp,’’ who won the three year 
olg purse at Presumpscot Park last fll. Al- 
ready we have heard it intimated that prom- 
inent horsemen in this city are to form a stock 
company for the purchase of Knox, if possible, 
and thus secure his services to the State. We 
hope it may be accomplished .

Besides, they 
are quite likely to be met by such statements 
and arguments as ‘‘ Anonymous”’ so well uses, 
which serve to weaken the force of statements 
made by previous writers; the evil, if evil it 
is, being sure to reeeive its antidote. 

The statement of Mr. Albert Noyes of Ban- 
gor, regarding dwarf apple trees, will have an 
interest to all frait growers. Mr. Noyes is one 
of eur most careful and intelligent horticul- 
turists, and his long experience, united to 
close observation, give weight and value to 
whatever conclusions he may form—and when 
formed, they are the honest corclusions of a 
reliable gentleman.

Communications. 
Forthe Maine Farmer. 
Maine for Maine Men. 


Our Maine people are often lured from their 
native State to the Western prairies, by such 
articles as I noticed in a late number of the 
Farmer, headed, ‘‘A Maine Man in Iowa;”’’ 
or by the flaming advertisements of western 
railway companies, which, governed by policy, 
offer ‘‘cheap homes to all,’’. on most flattering 
terms. By dwelling upon the fertility of the 
soil, and the peculiar ohenieme of the West, 
they sueceed in infusing a degree of plausibil- 
ity into their arguments, which are greedily 
swallowed by the unsophisticated, who leave 
the comforts and privileges of our own thrift 
State behind, only to learn that they are duped, 
and that things are not what they seem. I 
speak from experience when I say to the young 
men of Maine, that our State has every advan- 
tage to be found in the West, and many more, 
and before leaving it, you would do well to 
look at both sides of the question in hand. Our 
correspondent from Iowa resorts to facts and 
figures, showing considerable tact in the man- 
agement of his paper farm, which is made to 
pay for itself in two years. All very well, but 
et us review his statements from another 
standpoint, and present a few additional facts 
which a sojourn in soathern Iowa has placed 
at our command. 

Our Augusta man is sup to arrive in 
Towa with one thousand dollars, after paying 
his expenses from Maine, which with the ut- 
most prudence will amount to $75.00, provid- 
ed he isa married man. He is then “seer 
to be suited with the first location he falls in 
with, as nothing is said of the expense of pros- 
pecting. He buys eighty acres of land, which 
must be raw prairie, at $6.00 per acre, paying 
$120 down—balance in one, two and three 
years at eight per cent. interest, which is ex- 
tremely low, as ten and fifteen per cent. are 
the common rates, to say nothing of the in- 
evitable mortgage upon his place. He is sup- 

to buy two yoke of oxen, a plow, wagon, 

., for $350. or once falling in with the 
Western idea, I should prefer a span of mules, 
although the original cost would be more. He 
builds a house for $400, a high average esti- 
mate for all the dwellings in the State. When 
we consider that lumber and building material 
are at great advances upon Maine prices, we 
can form an idea of the comforts and conve- 
niences of such a home in the West. He puts 
in his fifty acres of sod corn, having $120 to 
furnish his house and live upon, until he har- 
vests that most precarious of all crops, sod 
corn. No mention is made of barns or other 
outbuildings, nor of stocking and fencing this 
farm. Allowing that this farm costs $480, it 
will require an outlay of nearly as much more 
for fencing, that his crops may be secure from 
hogs, cattle, horses and mules, which run at 
large on the prairie in the highways. The 
next year he puts in wheat, whieh is by no 
means a safe crop, and requires expensive im- 
plements to husband it, as does corn after the 
first year. The smal! grains have been entirely 
destroyed in sections of Lowa the past season 
by chinch bugs. Meanwhile his money has been 
exhausted, his clothing worn out, debts have 
been contracted for implements (for no farmer 
can get along with only a wagon and plow) in- 
terest has to be paid and the yéarly instal- 
ments in payment for the farm beceme due, 
which he may or may not be able to pay. 

Again the change of climate and mode of 
living are working their effects in the systems 
of his family. Malaria is exhaled from the 
low lands and sluggish streams. Chills and 
malarial diseases are the lot of the new comer, 
as well as a scourge to the old residents. 
Malarial fever of a pernicious type has been 
extremely common for the past year. Add to 
this the privations and lack of social privi- 
leges a person is forced to undergo in a new 
and sparsely settled country, and what is gain- 
ed by the ney of States? Discontented 
persons in New England have an idea that 
they have only to reach the West te achieve a 
fortune, and coin money almost without labor; 
but this is not so. For every dollar in circu- 
lation in Iowa, there are ten in Maine. The 
great cry from the West is, ‘‘We want more 
money.’’ Business men, farmers, and all 
classes are pressed for money. The ruinous 
system of credit is met om every hand, and 
many are the farmers who are unable for six 
months in the year to get hold of a dollar in 
money. If he gives his note, he is obliged to 

ay from ten to fifteen per cent interest. In 
ine money can be obtained fron the banks 
at eight per cent, and if a person should offer 
ten per cent, his paper would be regarded with 
suspicion. A gentleman whose name is highly 
respected in financial circles, tells mo that not 
one-third of the bank appropriation for the 
west and southwest is taken up, whereas in 
Maine our national banks have taken up every 
dollar allowed them, which shows conclusively 
the relative difference between the two sec- 
tions at present. 

Again the West cannot compete with the 
East in the manufactures. Our extensive wa- 
ter privileges gives us an immense advantage 
over the steam power used there. Our man- 
ufactories supply ready money to a class of 
people here who are penniless in the West, 
and live in such quarters and in such ignor- 
ance as would be humiliating to our opera- 
tives at home. I would not be understood to 
convey the idea that there are not successful 
and wealthy men in the West, there are in 
every State, but the same energy put forth in 
Maine would be as abundantly re > an 
if our young men could content themselves to 
live in as comfortless a manner at home as 
they woul | be obli to on the new lands of 
the West they would accumulate money more 
readily than is possible there. It is no ad- 
vantage to raise large crops in the West to 
sell at extremely low prices. One man can 
tend forty acres of corn, with the most improv- 
ed machinery, which is valued at from five to 
eight dollars per acre in the fall. It is easy 
to see that ten acres well cultivated here would 
be more profitable. Should a person go into 
trade he is embarrassed by the credit system. 
Many firms te my pee have more than 
their stock trusted out. If he prefers thecity, 
we have them in Maine, with every advantage 
for making money there is West, and with 
better prospects of getting it after it is made. 

Now, young man, [ = the injunction of 
looking at both sides. nsider carefully the 
inducements held out by your native State, 
and do not be too hastily influenced in a direc- 
tion which may prove a source of disappoint- 
ment and reflection.

Children, 


The columns of the Farmer are full to over- 
flowing with practical accounts of all the vari- 
ed operations connected with agriculture, and 
while we admire such useful funds of informa- 
tion, and gladly welcome its coming, we would 
at the same time suggest that something be 
said = the rearing and training of children, 
as well as improved sheep, blood 
fine horses. 

Every one that has an interest in the wel- 
fare of our State cannot fail of being pained at 
the feelings, so generally exp by indi- 
viduals in to raising families, and the 
intention and determination of so many to 
shirk themselves out of it. Nor can they fail 
of noticing that the large numbers so common 
in the families of our sires are becoming ex- 
tremely scarce. From ten or twelve of olden 
times, we are rapidly dwindling down to three, 
two or one, and often—decidedly too often— 
none at all. In our rural districts, where 
twenty-five years ago the school-room was fill- 
ed with fifty or sixty scholars, now in the most 
of them are less than half that number, and in 
some not enough to warrant but one term of 
school a year. We know of schools where we 
attended in early boyhood, which at that time 
were crowded to their fullest capacity, and 
now a young school-girl of sixteen or eighteen 
years is engaged, teaching eight or ten schol- 
ars.

She was right, children are the first adorn- 
ments. A humble home with them has a 
greater bearing on the future than the most 
costly one without them, and how much more 
should be thought of a couple who are toiling 
and struggling, and expending all their earn- 
ings in rearing a 7 of active, earnest, 
healthy children, than of one who are going 
along through life, enjoying their leisure, hav- 
ing no responsibilities, no anxious cares, no 
—_— affections—gaining money, perhaps, 

ut amounting to but little, because not per- 
petuating their species, nor sending out into 
this active, busy world of ours needed workers 
for the immediate future. 

To those who are childless because Provi- 
dence has so ordered it, we have nothing to 
offer but our sympathy, but to those who are 
wilfully and intentionally shirking themselves 
out of the great seupeusthdittien and cares con- 
nected with the rearing of a family, that they 
may, thereby, enjoy society more, gain wealth 
faster, have more time to ride out, and be tidy 
and fashionable inside their homes; to them 
should be administered the most scathing re- 
buke. ‘They tell you they do not want to be 
**bothered with children.’’ They want time 
to ride about, te receive company, to dress 
and enjoy themselves. They have no money 
that they want to ~ children’s clothes, 
and shoes, and toys with. It will pay them 
better to place it on interest, or buy real 
estate, or spend it in fitting up an elegant 
home, They have no desire to be kept awake 
nights by = children; it is better to be 
kept awake by parties, and balls, and other 
pleasures. Ah! deluded ones. There will be 
a time, if you live, when old age will creep 
along, and society begin to forget you. You 
will be lonely in that fashionable home of 
yours. Crafty eyes will cast longing glances 
towards that property you have sacrificed so 
much to gain, and, knowing that you have no 
heirs, distant relatives will snarl and snap, 
and wish the old couple’s days were aumbered. 
‘No sons nor daughters will come to visit you. 
You are caildless, lonely, miserable. You en- 
joyed yourselves while yeung—take the con- 

uences when old.

of children. In many cases it is a desperate 
struggle with poverty and want.

For the Maine Farmer, 
Dwarf Apple Trees. 


In answer to an enquirer in the last Faruer 
who wishes information concerning dwarf ap- 
ple trees, I would say that in the month of 
September twenty-two years since, I was in 
the grounds of Robert Manning, Salem, Mass., 
and selected from his nursery some dwarf ap- 
ple trees, then full of fruit, among which were 
the following varieties :—budded on the Para- 
dise stock, Astrachan, Drap d’ Or’Early 
Margaret, or Bell’s Early, Early Harvest; and 
on the Doucin stock, Duchess of Oldenburgh 
and several other varieties. They were ship- 

tome that autumn. Most of them bore 
fruit the following year, and have continued to 
do so ever since. ‘The Drap d’ Or’ Early Mar- 

t, Early Harvest and Astrachan are uni- 
form annual bearers. The Duchess of Olden- 
burgh, every otlier year produces a very heavy 
crop—the past season it yielded from tour to 
five barrels. And here let me digress a moment, 
and differ with my friend Jerrard in a former 
number of the Farmer, who places the Olden- 
burgh quite low in the scale as to quality. I 
consider it the most valuable early apple in my 
greunds, and I cultivate mest of the popular 
varieties. For pies and sauce in the month of 
July, when we long for something to take the 
place of rhubarb, it is invaluable; and many 
who have eaten it in my garden esteem it high- 
ly for its mild, sub-acid flavor. I have found 
the dwarfs quite as hardy and prolific as the 
Standards, and for much more desira-

The Stock Yards and Cattle Markets of 
New York, 


The chief sources which supply New York 
and Brooklyn markets directly with butcher’s 
meat, are the cattle markets of one Hundredth 
St., New York, and Weehawken and Commun- 
ipaw just across the Hudsonin Jersey. Com- 
munipaw is the strongest market, is own- 
ed > the association which was incorporated 
by the Legislature in May 1868 as the ‘‘New 

ersey Stock Yard and ket Co.,’’ and con- 
tains forty acres of land bordering on the bay. 
There are about eighty cattle yards, which will 
accommodate 10, cattle. The hog and 
sheep building is 1000 feet long, 100 feet wide 
and three stories high, and will hold 20,000 
sheep and 12,000 hogs. The hog slaughtering 
building is 375 feet in length, with three wings 
in the rear. There are four working benches, 
requiring about thirty hands to each. Seven 
hogs are put in each scalding tub at a time, 
and when all the works are running 400 hogs 
can be dressed per hour. 
slaughter 500 cattle per day in the slaughter 
house for this department. This immense 
structure is supported by near 15,000 piles 


over the tide waters of the bay, thus —— ; 


an excellent arrangement for absorbing 

cleansing such waste and offal as is not utilized; 
while the sea breeze purifies the vitiated at- 
mosphere. The hides are salted ia the build- 


ing. 

t is quite an exciting scene to see some of 
the br Texan weet mm by a hind leg and 
quickly strung up kicking and struggling, 
while : few ~ tay the kal with on nA 
benumbs them until the butcher’s knife can be 
drawn. The blood is caught im pans and con- 
verted into fertilizers. The live stock is most- 
ly sold by brokers, who receive a stipulated 
ee from the owner, about $4 per head for cat- 
tle, and ten cents for hogs and sheep; but 
these prices vary with the value of the stock. 
The broker or consignee is always bound to 
make sales. In order to gain the confideace of 
owners, the broker must be sharp, and make 
the best possible sales; even then with a de- 
pressed market, from changes in the weather 
or other causes, heavy losses will often occur, 
as was the-case just before Thanksgiving, 
when lots of cattle were sold at a loss of about 
$19 per head. 

The Tribune reporter has kindly furnished 
me with his figures for 1870, from which I 
gether the following : 

Average weekly receipts of beeves, 6,847 ; 
largest, October, 9,663 ; smallest, January, 
4,788. The average weekly receipts for cows, 
97; largest, July, 288; smallest, Sept., 26. 
Veals—average, 2,240; largest, 4,813, in week 
ending May 2d; smallest, 370, week ending 
Jan. 3d. Sheep—ave , 28,151; largest, 
43,787, Oct. 3d; smallest, 11,432, May 2d. 
Swine—average, 17,108; largest, 30,538, Oct. 
3lst; smallest, 8,725, Jan. 3d. 

The meat and drink bills for the city of New 
York, are heavy. I do not find the figures for 
Croton water or ice, tea coffee, &c., but the 
meat billis given on good authority as $30, 
000,000 per annum, and the liquor bill as 
$68,000,000. 

A Correction, and Some Other Matters. 

I notice an omission in ‘‘Notes of Travel, 
No. 4,’’ alluding to fruit in New York market, 
it should read—*‘ yesterday, 79,759 barrels of 
apples arrived.’’ Some might think I meant 
grapes. This would bea large quantity, be- 
sides a new stwWe for shipping them. 

I found farmers husking corn from the stalks 
in the field; also, some were running mowing 
machines on the meadows and salt marshes, 
cutting coarse grass for bedding. A fine time 
for drawing in the stacks of hay and fodder 
while the ground is frozen so as to bear the 
teams. The ice crop is being harvested on the 
small ponds, and is six inches thick.

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Hennebec Agr’l Society--Crop Premiums, 

The Committee on Crops having attended to 
their duty, report as follows : 

On Wheat—lst premium, J. P. Putnam, 
Winthrop; 2d do,S. T. Floyd, Winthrop. The 
following is the statement by Mr. Putnam as 
to manner of raising. ‘Two years ago I 
Pa up an acre and one-sixth of 
and, manured it with about twelve cords of 
barn yard dressing, and planted it to corn, 
with about half a cask of super-phosphate in 
the hills. Last year plowed and harrowed it 
again, and the last spring seeded it down to 
wheat of the ‘Lost Nation’ variety—two bush- 
els to the acre.

Horticulture as an Employment for 
Women. 


It may not be necessary to call the reader’s at- 
tention to the following article; for the very title 
has an interest to a large number of those who 
look first at this column, and who will be sure to 
read it carefully, notwithstanding its length. The 
suthor makes strong plea in behalf of out-door 
employments for women, and their value as a 
means of giving high tone and vigor to the sys- 
tem, particularly to the system affected by dis- 
ease; and this plea comes with greater force from 
embodying the personal experience of the writer, 
who has herself long suffered from il) health, and 
has succeeded, through the means she recommends 
to others, in regaining her former health. We 
have from her a partial promise of other articles, 
giving a more detailed account of her. gardening 
operations, which we are sure all our readers will 
peruse with pleasure:— 

A Plea for Out-door Labor. 

Noticiag with pleasure in the Woman’s Depart- 
ment of your , that some of the women in 
is State are ing interested in the subject of 
horticultural education for women, and as this is 
a matter in which I have felt deeply interested, 
having given it much thought, careful con- 
sideration, and having been enabled to carry 
in a measure, the views that I entertain on 
this subject into practice, I feel that I can sa 
something from experience; and I trust the ideas 
‘express may find a place in the columns of your 
paper, and ae of the thought- 
ful, intelligent, working women of this land, 
bringing them to a realizing sense of what is need- 
ful by many of our American women to impart to 
them physical strength. Nothing is so admirably 
adapted to do this as to be engaged in some light, 
out-door employment; and the pleagant occupa- 
tion of a can be, I believe, carried on by 
an improved method, as successfully by womer as 
men, and with great advantage to the former class. 
A woman canaot possibly lose any of her feminine 
qualities b — thus en , buton tie con- 
trary, all the noble faculties of her being will be 
en as her physical culture is more properly 
attended to. hus far, education for her, has 
been in many cases but perversion; educated for 
show, pleasure, amusement, rather than for ser- 
vice. 

For Whom I Write. 


In expressing my views on this subject, I do not 
expect to interest those of my own sex or the op- 
posite, whose opinions are one-sided, and who 
never give length nor breadth to any subject; who 
think any out-door employment for women is 
degrading and unfeminine; that her true sphere 
of use'ulness must be configed wholly to in-door 
occupations; that it is not for her to labor where 
she can breathe the pure air of heaven, imparting 
new life, and bringing back the rosy hue to her 
pale cheeks; that God’s glorious sunshine, with 
all its healing influences is not to shine on her, 

iving health, strength and vitality to all her bod- 
ily powers. Neither do I expect to interest those 
exceedingly feminine sisters of mine, who seem to 
think they were created for mere parlor ornaments, 
and who waste the precious moments of their ex- 
istence in idleness, performing no labor with their 
hands, exoepting occasionally to do a bit of fancy 
woik; allowing all those God-given powers 0: 
body and soul to lie dormant; indulging in fool- 
ish sentiment; carried away by all the vanities and 
foolish extravagancies of a fashionable world; who 
never take any out-door exercise, unless it be to 
ride in a covered carriage, or walk, closely veiled, 
for fear the sunlight may impart a natural color 
to their pale faces, that they may no longer 
need paint nor enamel; or if they engage in any 
out-door amusements, such as having a game of 
croquet, it must be at a fashionable hour when 
the sunlight no longer gladdens the face of Na- 
ture to give them ‘its benefits. I do not expect 
these feeble sisters of mine to engage in farm 


be brought to see the absolute need of performing 
more physical labor, of making themselves more 
useful in the world, and life more healthful at- 
tractive and beautiful. It is not to this class that 
I make my appeal, but to the earnest, intelligent, 
thoughtful and working women of the land; to 
those confined in workshops, sewing-rooms, fac- 
tories, who drag out miserable existences, suffer- 
ing frem diseases occasioned by long and contin- 
me confinement in-doors, and who spend most of 
their hard earnings in paying doctors’ fees and for 
medicines which give but little or no relief. It is 
to these weakly, sickly ones that I wish to speak; 
to urge upon them the necessity of out-door labor, 
as a means of regaining their health, and increas- 
ing their physical strength. 

At the West—German vs. American Women, 


Having been for many years a sufferer, earning 
by my needle my support, and spending the most 
of my hard earnings for medical aid, and fiading 
none, and feeling at last discouraged that the dis- 
ease which was about me was incurable, and think- 
ing, as a last resort, that a change of climate 
might be beneficiai to me, I betook myself in the 
summer of 1870 to the far West, and in the city of 
St. Paul, Minnesota, tock up my abode. I expe- 
rienced no relief from the change, and daily grew 
worse, and after having been there a few months, 
was obliged to leave. But while there, my atten- 
tion was firs. called to the subject of out-door la- 
bor for women, as & means < giniss health; 
whilst noticing the many pale-' » hollow-eyed, 
consumptive American women that had come to 
that famous locality, hoping by so doing to regain 
their health, but many, alas, of my feeble sisters 
came only to die away from their homes. My 
attention was called to another class; to the groups 
of strong, healthy looking German women that 
filled the market places; and these women carried 
on the business of horticulture and floriculture, 
raising and marketing their own produce, and re- 
ceiving the same pay for their labors as men. And 
I would here say that this is a business in which 


women can , where they can be fully reo- 
ompensed for labors. Loould but contrast 
these , healthy looking women, as [ watched 


them such physical strength 
lived te reach my home in the State of Maine, and 
my life was spared till another spring, I would be- 
take myself to my father’s old farm in the country,

Refuse Fish as Manure. 

A correspondent of the Practical Farmer, 
(Philadelphia), writing from one of the coast 
counties of Connecticut, gives some interesting 
statements concerning the value of fish or its 
refuse as a fertilizer, from which we make the 
following extract, knowing it will be interest 
ing to our sea-shore farmers: 

Along the coast of New are nu- 
merous fisheries, for the purpose of catching 
fish for their oil, and, ex that, 
the refuse is ed and sold for manure. This 
refuse is a 7 to take the fish 
before expressing the oil. It is put up in 
barrels, and can be trans to any dis- 
tance, same as other freight. The manufac- 
turers deliver it at wharf or depot for some- 
thing less than twenty dollars per ton—and at 
this price it is the cheapest fertilizer in mar- 
ket. One ton of this, composted with three 
tons of coarse yard manure snd six tons of dry 
muck or loam sods, with two or three hun- 
dred weight of plaster (gypsum), will make a 
manure which will bring one of the finest crops 
of corn, or almost any other crop. Some in 
our vicinity use it for tobacco, with very good 
results. neighbor used some on corn the 
past season, com with dirt (soil), only 

ing five or six times the bulk of guano-press- 
ed-fish , of soil, and then putting to each 
hill a small single handful. corn Was a 
first rate crop both in quantity and quality. 
In planting, it will not answer to put the seed 
directly over this mauure, fer if so, it burns 
the b- oe and if not destroying life, checks 
growth; but the seed should be put « little one 
side of the fertilizer, and then it comes up and 
grows with a rich m, healthy color and 

rowth. Composted with strawy manure or 
other vegetable matter, etc., it very soon heats 
up, and must be attended to seasonably, or it 
will burn and injure the compost. The pile 
will need turning about twice before using, to 
get it in the right condition. 





Farm Labor. 


A question of very t importance is that 
of farm labor. Joseph Harris, in the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist, discusses one phase of it as 
follows : 

We must make up our minds to pay men as 
much for working on the farm as they can earn 
in other pursuits. If they can get $1.25 per 
day the year round ina faetory or on a rail- 
road, we must furnish a similar compensation 
in one form or other on the farm. If we only 
want men for six or eight months, and thet 
during the busiest season, we must be prepar- 
ed to pay higher wages than those who give 
constant employment. 

We shall never have reliable labor until we 
make it worth a good man’s while to stay with 
us year after year. And we can do a great 
deal to induce suc! men to settle in the coun- 
try by building and renting small houses, or 
by selling an acre or two of land to some 
steady married man who wants to own a home 
of hisown. Tuere are many such men who 
would rather work on a farm than at any other 
employment, who are absolutely compellea to 
leave the country and go into the cities and 
villages because they cannot get a house to 
live in. And, asa result, we frequently have 
to pay men from twenty to thirty pe: cent. 
more per day than they get in the im nediate 
hborhood of a city. 
armers have this matter entirely in their 
own hands. They must either build houses, 
or sell land to those wishing to build. Every 
good, honest, industrious married man who 
settles in the country increases the value of 
farm property. The greater the population, 
if of the right kind, the greater the value of 
land. We cannot too often remember that it 
its labor and not land that produces wealth. 
It isa loss to the community to have a man 
lie idle all winter. And in this country there 
is certainly no lack of employment for any 
man who will work at reasonable wages.

More than Honest. 

Mr. John Hamilton of St. Ernan’s tells the 
following true story, in Macmillan’s Magazine: 
‘*Before the famine of 1846 and following years, 
there was already a considerable flow of emi- 
gration to America; but few well-to-do people 
went then. It was chiefly young men and wo- 
men, sons and daughters of poor families. It 
often happened that means were raised with 
difficulty enongh for one of a numerous family 
to pay a passage to America, and on such sim- 
ilar pleas I was often asked to lend the price of 
a passage, to be repaid by the emigrant. I of- 
ten lent the required sum—then only three or 
four pounds. They sailed in oma sailing- 
ships from every little port, and with very in- 
adequate arrangements for their welfare. Con- 
trary to what might be perhaps expected, 
these poor people generally sent me back the 
sum lent within a year, and the exceptions, I 
am ashamed to say, were the very persons of 
whom I had felt most secure—very decidedly 
of a class looked on as more respectable; while 
the poorer and less esteemed absolutely never 
failed me—and they were many. Tney were 
also, for the most part, persons over whose 
families or relations here P* had no power, as 
they were tenants or cottiers on other people’s 
estates. Among these was a very large and a 
very poor family. ‘The eldest daughter was 
sent for by a relative who had emigrated some 
time before and who paid her passage to New 
York. She dreaded going alone, and succeed- 
edin getting a loan from me sufficient to pay a 
brother’s passage, which was duly repaid with- 
in the year. e next year, the same family 
hearing of situations for two more of their 
number, borrowed the greater part of two pas- 
sages, which, again was repaid at the promis- 
ed time. Not very long atter this, another 
brother berrowed the price of his passage. 
But a year — andnoreturncame. Anda 
second year likewise. In the course of the third 
year his brother came to me and brought the 
repayment (I think, £3 10s.). I asked him if 
his brother had sent anything to help his old 
mother, or to assist another to go to New 
York. Hesaid he had not—not a farthing. 
‘*Where is your brother now?”’ I asked. “‘I 
don’t know where he is, it’s so long since he 
wrote.’’ And saying this he suddenly stopped 
and colored. ‘‘Why,”’ said I, ‘*how long is it 
since you heard from him?’’ He stammered 
and hesitated, and said he did not know. ‘‘Is 
it more than a month?” “Oh yes.” “Is it 
three?” No answer. ‘‘Is it six?’’ No answer. 
‘Ie ita year?’’ ‘‘No, sir, it’s not a yt 
‘*Come now, tell me, how long is it?’”’ -*Well, 
Sir, I got the letter in November.’’ ‘And this 
is September.’’
